More than 
persons a month are killed 
in this period in some kind of 
motor vehicle mishap. In these 
summer accidents, drivers and 
passengers account for a greater 
proportion than a*- any other time. 
This, the statisticians note, re- 
fs-'cts a much lieavier use of the 
automobile for vacation and rec¬ 
reational activities. 

Falls, which rank second dur¬ 
ing the year to motor vehicles 
fatalities, show little seasonal 
variation. Certain kinds of falls, 
however, such as tumbles from 
windows ytid trees, are clearly 
mojiie frequent during the sum¬ 
mer, when the total number of

A. Yes, each employer must 
withhold the social security tax 
on the first $4800 paid you .in the 
taxable year. However, you can 
claim the excess social security 
tax you paid as a credit against 
your income tax. Complete infor¬ 
mation as to how this credit is 
shown on your income tax return 
is in Internal Revenue Instruc¬ 
tions Form 1040 for 1962. 

Q. In 1961 I worked for several 
employers. Can I be sure all of 
them reported my earnings for 
social security purposes? 

A. Ask your social security of¬ 
fice for Form 7004. After com¬ 
pleting and mailing the form you 
will receive a statement of earn¬ 
ings credited to your social sec¬ 
urity account. If the slafement 
does not agree with your records 
you should tell the people in your 
social security office so the error 
can be corrected as soon as pos¬ 
sible.

Select a spot that’ll give a draft— 
preferably on sandy soil or gravel 
—and be sure the spot is bare, so 
fire can’t spread. Use bark and small 
branches from dead or fallen trees 
for kindling. Twigs from the ground 
are apt to be damp; they’ll make 
smoke but little fire. Note: Try to 
gather hard woods for the larger 

E ieces. Split them, and they burn 
etter. 

In building your fire, place some 
shavings and other kindling on the 
ground. Build a frame with the 
branclies in the form of a tepee by 
laying them at a slant. Other shav¬ 
ings should rise over the frame to 
catch and hold the flame. After the 
fire is well started, add the heavier 
wood. Criss cross the pieces so the 
draft won't be cut off. 

Try to get a bed of hot, glowing 
embers. A roaring bonfire looks nice, 
but it’s no good for cooking. Keep 
your fire small. A fire not more than 
a foot and a half in diameter can 
cook a feast.

OUTBOARDS DON’T 
MUDDY THE WATER 
Fishermen who have a habit 
of getting skunked regularly 
have lost another alibi, 
i The old claim that outboards 
“muddy the waters” to the det- 
'rlnient of fish and fishing has 
!been proved erroneous by scl- 
lentific investigations In IHinois. 
This inforjiiation ha.s been 
[passed on to us by Mercury 
'outboards’ fishing experts who 
are glad that the record has 
been set straight at last. 

' Under close scrutiny was 
Lake Bloomington in the center 
' Of the state. Medium - sized, 
about 550 surface acres, it was 
subjected to heavy fishing pres¬ 
sure, particularly on weekend.s. 

I In checking silt-content re¬ 
cords w'hich have been main¬ 
tained daily since 1931, marine 
biologists could find no evidence 
that outboards "stirred up the 
bottom,” as is sometimes 
charged.
